
A SURPRISE AT HARLEM. 



Autumn Leaves, a despised outsider in the bet- 
ting, against whose chances as good as 50 to 1 could 
be had, took the feature race at Harlem yesterday 
with consummate ease. It was a free handicap purse 
of $700 for three-year-olds and upward at seven fur- 
longs. Favonius appeared to be the best at the 
weights assigned and was made a decided favorite, 
but ran a dull race, finishing absolutely last. To a 
good start Bummer and Ed Adack, running almost 
as one horse, showed the way for six furlongs where 
there was a general closing up. Bummer was first 
to retire, soon followed by Ed Adack, but Autumn 
Leaves, finishing strongly, soon shot out of the 
field and coming away with ease won by a length 
from Ethel Wheat, which beat Vulcain one and one- 
half for second place. The next three were lapped 
on with Favonius last. Ed Adack ran an unac- 
countably bad race in going to his liking. He cer- 
tainly did not show near as good as he showed in 
his last two races. The track was just a shade too 
slow for Ethel Wheat or else she might have won. 
Vulcain was badly outrun in the first half but 
' closed up ground rapidly while coming down the 
last quarter. 

Jockey Woods put up the best ride he has shown 
here this year and fairly lifted Huachuca under the 
wire in the first race. Della Ostrand showed much 
early speed and appeared the winner when nearing 
the last eighth post, but was joined here by Judi- 
eious. The race then appeared to resolve itself 
into a two-horse struggle, but in the last seventy- 
five yards’Woods brought up Huachuca with a rush 
and in a desrerate drive won by a half length from 
Della Ostrand, which outstayed Judicious in the 
last twenty yards and beat her a length for second 
place. Tom Keene and Cuban Girl displayed early 
speed. If You Dare was handicapped by a poor 
ride and was never in a position to give his back- 
ers the faintest hope of success. 

Colonial Girl, the decided first choice in the sec- 
ond race, won with ridiculous ease by seven lengths 
from Lou Woods, which finished a length before 
Water Edge for second place. The last named led 
on sufferance for a half mile, where Colonial Girl 
was called on and moved into the van in a bound, 
simply running away from the field down the last 
quarter. Lou Woods showed marked improvement 
and bears watching from now on. The race was 
strictly between the first three horses throughout. 

The third race was replete with so-called form 
reversals,' the first three showing decided improve- 
ment over their last races. Lampoon displayed 
much speed and, leading easily throughout, won by 
two and a half lengths from Goody Twoshoes, 
which beat Almaric two for second place. Goody 
Twoshoes stood a long stretch drive with gameness. 
Almaric finished resolutely after making up much 
ground through the last quarter. Vestia tired so 
badly in the last eighth that she swerved from the 
center of the track to the inside rail, but luckily 
interfered with nothing behind her. King Dodo 
ran nowhere near to the good form shown in his 
last race and was hopelessly beaten off from start 
to finish. 

The race over the Derby route went to Major 
Mansir, which beat Ravensbury a length, he fin- 
ishing six before Leo Newell for second place 
Ravensbury appeared the winner when a furlong 
from home, but tired fast when challenged by 
Major Mansir, which finished strongly. Leo New- 
ell ran well for one and a quarter miles and then 
tired badly. After the first half had been run the 
others were never serious contenders. 

Of the twelve scheduled to start in the final race 
all but five were absentees, and of this number 
Fitzkanet was made a 11 to 10 favorite. He 
rewarded the confidence placed in him by his many 
backers by winning from John Bright in a stirring 
finish by a neck, with Fairbury a beaten off third 
Fairbury led on sufferance for five furlongs, where 
Fitzkanet moved up into command, leading by 



three lengths at the last eighth post, but here John 
Bright, closing up fast, caused Ranch to ride Fitz- 
kanet out to the last ounce to win. After the first 
half had been run Dr. Stephens and Charley Moore 
ceased to be in the hunt. 

The track was lumpy and slow with just the 
faintest signs of dampness, but toward the end of 
the day’s sport it began to dry fast and should no 
rain fall in the meantime ought to be in fair shape 
today. By far the largest crowd of the week was 
present and enjoyed a fair afternoon’s sport.

The grandstand, paddock and betting ring at 
Hawthorne ?re rapidly nearing completion and 
the next two weeks will be a sufficient amount of 
time for the builders to put on the finishing 
touches. 

Caesar Young’s recent purchase, Water Cure, ar- 
rived from the east yesterday. It is extremely 
doubtful, however, if local race goers will have a 
chance to see the son of Watercress— Lena's First 
sport silk, as the horse will be shipped to Cali- 
fornia with the first consignment of horses leaving 
these parts for the Coast. 

Aratoma ran away two and three-quarter miles 
while going to the post for the first race. C. E. 
Mahone, his owner, was rather chagrined over the 
runaway and said that it seemed rather strange 
that the horse should run away with Troxler, while 
Arvin, an 85-pound exercise boy, could make the 
horse do anything he asked of him.

GOS SIP OF THE TU RF. 

Gold Heels was not the only sufferer through the 
running of the Brighton Cup. Jere Dunn’s filly 
Sun Shower, which took second money in the event, 
has not taken a sound step since the race. Rheu- 
matism seems to be her chief trouble, and her 
trainer will be compelled to go slow with her for 
a while. Mr. Dunn started the filly against the 
wish of his stable foreman. He was anxious, how- 
ever, that she should have a chaece to follow the 
example of her dam, Sunny Slope, by giving a good 
account of herself in the race for the cup. As soon 
as she is sufficiently recovered she will be put in 
training again, and will be pointed for the Coney 
Island Jockey Club’s $25,000 race, the Annual 
Champion. 

“John E. Madden will send a string of thorough- 
breds to New Orleans this winter to race during the 
100 days’ meeting there. This information is given 
on excellent authority, and considering the large 
number of horses the Kentucky horseman has in 
training is not surprising,” says Morning Tele- 
graph. “The string for the New Orleans campaign, 
it is said, is being prepared at Hamburg Place, 
Madden’s stud farm in Kentucky, by Hiram Steele, 
the manager of the stud. It is the intention to race 
a big string, which will be under the personal man- 
agement of trainer Steele, whose place as manager 
of Hamburg Place will be temporarily filled by 
Madden, who will, as usual, spend the winter at 
the farm. Steele will take only good class horses, 
no broken down cripples, but those which should 
be able to win their winter oats and show a profit 
on the Madden ledger besides at the end "of the 
meeting. Madden’s string of horses in training is 
a very large one and keeps him about the- busiest 
man on the turf from one end of the year to the 
other. This, together with his breeding interests 
and the fact that there are a number of good stakes 
and purses to be won at New Orleans, has probably 
influenced him in making a southern campaign.”

A mile track, almost in exact duplicate of the 
famous Washington Park race course in Chicago, 
will be built near Kansas City this winter. The 
track will cost $250,000 and all the stock has been 
subscribed. 

The promoters and leading spirits in the race 
track enterprise are all Kansas City business men. 
They are F. C. Christie, Alex Frazer and W. A. 
Rule. 

“Kansas City needs a mile race track,” said Mr. 
Christie this morning. “Believing that such a pro- 
ject will be a profitable investment, Mr. Frazer, Mr. 
Rule, myself and others have decided to build the 
track. We have $250,000 subscribed and are ready 
to spend it. 

“We propose to organize a jockey club similar to 
the Washington Park Club in Chicago. The jockey 
club will control racing meetings. We intend to 
have a running meeting every spring, beginning 
May 15 and continuing until June 15. The trotting 
meetings will be held in the fall.” 

Louis V. Bell’s Alcedo, which was thought to 
have been hopelessly broken down after his fall in 
the Brooklyn Handicap, has again been put in 
training. Trainer McCormick had last year’s Sub- 
urban Handicap winner out receiving routine ex- 
ercise this week and was very much pleased and 
encouraged by the manner in which he did his 
work. 



JOCKEYS HANDICAPPED.
